that dates had been submitted by ElDDI^t&UI, President of the Ru- 
manian American National C<»nmlttee* Tne articla indicated that 
the Ccaamittee had opened a campaign for the purpose of bringing 
Rtnnanlan refugees to 13xe United States xdio were entitled to enter 
the United states under the Displaoed Persons Act. xhe article 
urged all Rmanlan>Americans in the United States who were in- 
terested to support the campaign and to sponsor as many Rutnanlsu 
refugees as possible before the exq>iratlon of the Displaced 
Persons Act, which, would be Jima * 1951*

.Rumanian Rational Committee^ In HJashington also supported the 
ioaxnpaign^ the article reriected* 



In relation to this announced caxt^aign» the February 13,^ 
19^1» issue or the Runmxian language newapsper ^America^ carried 
an editorial on page 2 , columns 1 and captioned ^Systematic 
Rumanian School"* m this editorial it was indicated that many 
Rumanians had come to the Xlhited States subsequent to World War II 
and that a number of these were eir^loydd In raotories in the 
united States. It was indicated^) however^ that a ixuisber of them 
were or the intellectual class in Runsnia axd that some of them 
were xmemployed« The editorial indicated the ixnextq>loyn»nt prob*» 
lem among these Rumanian intellectuals could bo solved if a 
Rumanian school was established^ a school which would have branchei 
tbroughoTXt the Rumanian colonies in the United States. 

The observation was made in this editorial that the 
Rtananian Intellectuals should he employed by these schools in 
order that Rumanian history^ culture, and Ihe Htmianian language 
among Rumanian<-.A]Q 0 xlcans might be preserved.

' Bancor Ltd., 335 East l{.^th Street, Haw Yozic City, 
the orgaxUsation tandiing the shipment of gift parcels to 
Rumania was being terminated by its owner and manager, E. 
CORHEL/POPK, In June, 195l« Plr, POPE, who was living at 60 
AlderSnot Lane, Hanhasset, Long Island, Hew York, advised that 
Bancor, «diich had been operating in the Eoited States since 
I 9 I 1 . 7 , was begun when a contract a»s entered into between POPE, 
the owner of Bancor, and 'Dr. lOH/CQS'PlHBSCin of BuchBrest, Ru~ 
mania, for the purpose of .facilitating the shipment of ^tft 
parcels from the United States to needy Rumania, 

I-Ir« POPE advised that his organization was greatly 
restricted in its activities after the advent of the Korean 
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war and beeaiise oT the lies trie tlcma imposed \>j Idle Department 
of Commerce on tba shipment from the Calted States of certain 
critical medicines, latxf, POPS indicated that the acquisition 
of licenses reqiplred for the shipment of critical medicines 
became so difficult that he found the organisation Bancor was 
baeomine ineffective and, accordingly, he was terminating the 
business* I
